how they all, vnder pꝛetence ot the names of le- 
ſuites, Seminarie Pꝛieſtg, # other perſons of like 
condition,had ſecretly come into this Realme by 
the ſending of ſundue perſons authoꝛized by the 
ope , to moue the people by their ſecret per- 
aſtons to change their pzofeſſionsinthemat- 
ter of Religion, ot long tune quietly eſtabliſhed 
inthis Realme, and to be reconciled tothe obe- 
Dience of the Pope,and withdꝛawen from their 
naturall allegeance due to the Queenes Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, and by theſe meanes to be readie in their 
heartes and mindes and otherwiſe pꝛouided, to 
topne their koꝛces aſwell with ſuch as their 
Heads d ſupertours which lent them, intended 
ſpeedily to pꝛocure to be ſent into this Realme,as 
with other rebellious Subiectes by them to be 
thereto alſo excited, of purpoſe to depꝛiue her 
Maieſtie of her life, crowne and dignitie, in like 
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maner as lately hath bene notoziouſly attemp⸗ 
ted and put in cxecution by D. Sanders an errant 
and deteſtable Traitour, and whileſt hee liued 
one of the aide Campions tcompanions, and by 
other Engliſh and Jriſh leſuites aud Traitours 
in Ireland, where they had firſt by their like ſe⸗ 
cret meanes and perlwaſions, entifed a great 
multitude of people of that Land, firſt to change 
their pzofcſſion of Religion and to acknowledge 
the Popes authouitie , and to renounce the iuſt 
 authoutte of her Maieſtie, and lo departing 
from their allegeance vpon the arriuall of foz- 
reine foꝛces they did enter into a maniteſt Kebel⸗ 
lion, againſt the which Almightie God the iuſt 
auenger of Rebels, by his goodneſſe hath giuen 
her Maieſtie (though her good miniſters ) pow⸗ 
er to the vanquiſbing not onely of thoſe foꝛreine 
fozces, but allo of a great number ofthe Rebels 
there: Pet it is maliciouſly , kallly, and traite⸗ 
rouſly by ſome of the ſecret fauourers of the ſaid 
Campion, and other the ſaid condemned Trai⸗ 
tours, whiſpered in coꝛners, that the offences of 
theſe traitours, were but foꝛ their ſecret attemp⸗ 
tings as leſuites by exhoꝛʒting teaching, with 
Shziuing, Paſſing , a ſuch like actes, to moue 
people to change their Religion, and to pelde 
their obedience to the Pope as Chiltes vicar 
(although the ſame are of them ſelues offences 
very hainous, and ſeedes of ſedicion not allow⸗ 
able by the Lawes of the Realtne ) mm in 
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very trueth neuertheleſſe it did manifeſtly ap- 
peare vpon their Inditements and at their ar- 
raignements by {undzic confeſſions of ſome of 
their owne companions , and by many good 
zoofes and witneſſes pzoduced and ſwozne be- 
'oze their faces, that their factes , whereof they 
were arraigned and condemned, were ſuch as 
were in trueth high Trealons committed a- 
gainſt her Maicſties moſt Koyall perſon, and 
againſt the ancient Lawes and Statutes of 
this Realme, which many hundꝛed yeeres paſt 
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were in foꝛce againſt like Traytours, and not 
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fo: factes of doctrine oꝛ Religion, noꝛ vet foꝛ of-= 
fences againſt any late oz newe Statutes, the 
ſame being many conſpiracies at ſundꝛy times 
beyond the Seas, at Rome in Italie, and other 
places, and laſtiy at Rheims in Fraunce, where 


there are nouriſbed by the Popes authoꝛitie in 
Seminaries, multitudes of Engliſh Ieſuites, Se- 
minarie Mꝛieſtes, and Fugitiues, whercot their 


Heads Gouernours vie continually in their 
Sermons and in their Bookes publiquely 
pꝛinted, as Traitours to declare their traite⸗ 
rous mindes, as farrefooꝛth as they can, to the 
depꝛiuation of the Queenes Maieſtie of her 
life and crowne, to which endes the ſaide Cam- 


pion à his ſaid Companions, by pꝛoturement of 


theirſaid Heads, came ſecretly into this Realme 
to mone the Subiects to renounce their natu- 
rall obedience, and accoꝛding to a Bull of the 
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laſt Pope Pius publiſhed, to perlwade all ſoꝛtes 
with whom they durſt ſecretly deale, that her 
Maieſtic,by the ſayd Popes excommunication, 
was not the lavofull Queene of the Kealme,noz 
that the Subiects were bounde to obey any of 
her lawes oꝛ Miniſters , but that they were all 
free and diſcharged of their obedience and alle- 
geance, and that they might lawotully, yea that 
when time might lerue , they ought to take 
armes againſt her Maieſtie, as in the late rebel⸗ 
lion in þ Noꝛth was manifeſtly by like meanes 


put in execution, and as nowe alſo lately was 


notonoully attempted in Ireland, by ſtirring 
vp the people in the Popes name, and vnder his 
ſtanderd to an open general rebellion, a to haue 
brought theſe thinges to paſſe in this Realme, 
was the comming intothisRealme of the ſaid 
Campion c his Complices molt manifeſtly tried 
and pꝛoued, as if by Gods goodnelle by their ap- 
pꝛehenſions after their ſecret wanderings and 
diſguiſings of them ſelues in a great part of the 
Shires of the Kealme theſe Traitours had not 


bene now ſtayed, and by iuſt puniſhments o2de- | 
red to be executed, there would haue appeared 
ſuch miſchiefe as is lamentable to be thought ok, 


toy danger of her Maieſties perſon . ⁊ to the ha⸗ 
zard and rune of the whole Kealme,by inuaſion 


of the ſame with fozreine enemies, x by raiſing ol fot 
inward warre within the Kealme, the ende and kal 


euent whereof, as of all warre ciuil, can not be 
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without great griefe mentioned 02 imagined, 
And to þ further repꝛoofe and condemnation 
of the ſaide Campion and other the Traikours 
nowe condemned, they being all ſeuct ally and 
earneſtly required at y place of their arraigne⸗ 
ment to declare what they thought of the faide 
Popes Bull (by which her Maieſtie was in the 
Popes intention depuued of the Crowne) and 
of Doctor Sanders, and of Briſtowes traiterous 
wꝛitings in maintenance of the laide Bull, and 
allowance of the Rebellion in the Nozth , and 
of Saunders trayterous actions in Jrelande, 
and being likewiſe demaunded what they did 
thinke if the pzeſent Pope ſhould publiſh the like 
Bull, none of them all, but one onely namcd 
| Ruſhron, coulde be perſwaded by any their an- 
lweres to ſhewe in any part their miſlykings 
eyther of the foꝛmer Bull, oz of D. Sanders, 02 
Briſtowes tratterous wutings 02 actions oꝛ of 
the Pope that nowe is ithe ſhoulde nowe pub- 
liſh the like Bull againſt her Maieſtie,ſo as they 
did apparantly ſbew their traiterous hearts ſtil 
; firedto perſiſt in their deuiliſh mindes againſt 
their naturall allegeance: n hereof God giue all 
| good Subiects being true Engliſhmen bozne, 
grace to beware, and in no ſozt to giue eare 02 
| fuccour to ſuch pernicious Traitours , how⸗ 
 foenerthey ſhall be couered with hypocriſie,and 
| falſe and fained holines of Rome.
